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COMMONWEALTH UNIVERSITY 
INTERCHANGE SCHEME 


Through the Commonwealth University 
Interchange scheme, a number of grants 
towards the cost of travel have been made 
available to facilitate visits between universities 
in different parts of the Commonwealth. The 
funds of the Interchange scheme are derived 
from contributions made on behalf of the 
United Kingdom, Australia, and Hong Kong. 
Although any suitably qualified member of 

a recognized university institution in the United 
Kingdom or any other Commonwealth country 
is invited to apply, a grant will be made only 
if the journey to be undertaken is between 

the United Kingdom, Australia, or Hong 

Kong and another Commonwealth country. 

Awards are available to persons in three 
categories: category A, university teachers 
or officers on recognized study leave; 
category B, distinguished university scholars 
invited by universities for short visits; 
category C, postgraduate research workers 
holding research grants. 

In categories A and C assistance is given 
towards the cost of travel only, and no grant 
will be made unless the applicants have 
adequate resources to maintain themselves in 
the country they wish to visit. In no case 
will supplementary grants be made. A fixed 
sum related to the cost of return passage will 
be paid to those receiving assistance, and any 
grant not taken up for a forward journey in 
the financial year for which it is awarded 
cannot be postponed. All applications must 
be made in triplicate on special forms obtain- 
able from the Research Grants and Contracts 
Office and they must be sponsored by and 
submitted through the applicants’ own 
university. Applicants are responsible for 
ensuring that letters of reference supporting 
their application are sent direct by referees 
to the Secretary, Committee for Common- 
wealth University Interchange. Applicants 
must normally undertake to spend at least six 
months at the Commonwealth university or 
universities that they propose to visit. A 
limited number of awards may be made to 
candidates wishing to be away from their 
universities for not less than one term. Awards 
are intended primarily to assist those persons 
who have secured financial support by 
salaried leave or research grants for the period 
or study proposed but who would be unable 
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to spend it overseas without help towards the 
cost of their own fares and who have been 
unable to obtain travel assistance from any 
other source. Applicants are therefore _ 
required to give particulars of any other grant 
held or applied for in connection with the visit 
proposed. 

Persons in categories A and C should send 
three copies of their application to the Vice- 
Chancellor, Principal, or President of their 
own university. Applications must be received 
in London by 15 December for visits to 
commence during the ensuing financial year. 

Visits under category B must always be 
proposed by the inviting universities and not 
by the individual concerned. Assistance is 
given towards travel by sea or air and will 
normally be arranged and paid for by the 
British Council. Visits so assisted are 
intended to enable the visiting scholar to meet 
and mix with younger workers in his or her 
own field rather than to give a series of 
public lectures. The visits are not intended 
for persons wishing to attend conferences or 
seminars. These visits should normally be of 
at least six weeks’ duration, two or three 
universities being visited during this period. 
Particulars of requested visits should be sent 
by the Vice-Chancellor, Principal, or President 
of the inviting university to the Secretary, 
Committee for Commonwealth University 
Interchange, The British Council, 10 Spring 
Gardens, London SWIA 2BN. Applications 
must be received in London by 15 December 
for visits to take place during the ensuing 
financial year. 


ARTS BUILDING 
UTILITY SERVICES 


Utility services to the Arts building, including 
Convocation Hall, consist of direct buried 
systems which have been in use for a 
considerable length of time. Since they have 
become increasingly costly to maintain and 
repair, these services will be replaced with 
feeds from the University service corridor 
system. The change will establish the same 
high level of service and reliability as other 
buildings on campus now have and will also 
provide chilled water for air conditioning. 
From the middle of August to the middle 
of September, a forty-six foot branch tunnel 
will be under construction at the south end 
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of the Arts building to connect it with the 

services corridor. The renovation will require 
a disruption of usual walkways, so watch for 
maps indicating detours in pedestrian traffic.

Medical Research Council Program Grants 


At its recent meeting, the Medical Research Council 
revised its guidelines governing program grants. 
Applications for program grants must be submitted 
by 1 October and decisions about them will be taken 
by Council at its March meeting. Jn many cases a 
site visit will be part of the assessment process. 
Council should be notified by 1 September of the 
intent to submit an application for a program grant. 
This notification should include a title and brief 
summary in five hundred words or less of the proposed 
research and the names of the investigators sub- 
mitting the application. 

When a group of investigators each in charge of 
projects presently supported by operating grants 
(category A, B, or C) wish to seek support for 
continuation of these projects through a program 
grant, they should make application only for a 
program grant. In the event that the application is 
unsuccessful, their operating grants will be extended 
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for one year with a percentage increment determined 
by Council, or for the remainder of the term of 
their current operating grants, whichever is longer. 
Investigators who do not currently hold MRC 
operating grants or who are currently funded through 
terminal grants, grants for one year only (category 
D), or through twelve month extensions of operating 
grants and who wish to apply for program grants 
should also submit applications for operating grants 
(categories A, B, C, or D). In the event that the 
program grant applications are unsuccessful, these 
investigators will be funded according to their success 
in the operating grants competition.
